If the state Increases the motor fuel 


tax u proposed last Friday by Chicago's 
Mayor Richard J. Daley, gasoline pump 
prices would simply move a notch high- 
er, he said.

Daley proposed the motor fuel tax In- 


crease as a means of providing money 
for the Chicago Transit Authority and' 
other transit systems in Illinois. He cited 
tho Michigan state motor fuel Ux in- 
crease, slated to become effective next 
month.

Mandatory vehicle inspection 
pro- 


grams costing $5 to $15 a year and anti- 
smog devices costing from $200 to $400 
per vehicle are Included in the proposals. 
EPA also proposed that all fleets of 10 or 
more vehicles could be converted to nat- 


ural gas or other low polluting fuels, 
costing $500 to $800 per vehicle. Pollution 
control devices for stationary sources of 
fuel-burning such as incinerators are 
also proposed.' 


The report by Ruckelshaus was forced 


in a suit filed in U.S. District Court by 
the municipalities of San Bernardino and 
Riverside and a number of individuals. 
The action ordered the EPA propose 
clean air standards to meet national air 
standards as outlined in the Clean Air 
Act of 1970. 


Similar studies are under way in 28 air 
quality regions throughout the U.S. in- 
volving 18 states where transportation 
control measures are deemed necessary. 
The Chicago metropolitan area is among 
these regions. Ruckelshaus set a dead- 
line of Feb. 15 for submission of trans- 
portation control proposals in these 
areas. 


Ruckelshaus said he realizes that eco- 


nomic and social disruptions could result 
from the proposed plan. Alternative 
strategies are being considered, he said.

Jayne Trial Date March 12 


The three men charged with the 1070 


murder of Invc-ncss h>rseman George 
Jayno will come to trial before Judge 
Richard Fitzgerald March 12, Asst. 
State's Ally. Nicholas Mothcrway report- 
ed. 


Attorney representing Silas Jaync, the 


brother of the murder victim; Joseph La, 
Placa, Silas Jayno's former bodyguard 
and handyman, and Julius Barnes, the 
accused trlggcrman, appeared In crimi- 
nal court Friday to agree on the March 
12 trial date. 


George Jayne was killed Oct. 28, 1770 


by a single rifle blast fired through a 
basement window at his homo at 1918 
Banbury La, while ho played cards with 
his family. 


Gerald Alch, one of the attorneys from 


F Leo Bailey's law firm, who represents 
Silas Jayne, was not In court because he 
Is a defense attorney hi the Watergate 


bugging case now on trial in Washington. 
Martin Kadlsh, an attorney from Bail- 
ey's firm who represents LaPlaca, acted 
on Silas Jayne's behalf because of Alch's 
absence. 
• 


All three of the defendants in the case 


have been held In the Cook County jail 
since Mny 22,1071. 


The trial of the three has been delayed 


repeatedly — first by pretrlal motions 
and the preparation of page after page of 
police reports, crime lab reports and 
grand jury testimony, then by the in- 
volvement of both Mothcrway and Attor- 
ney Gcorgo Cotslllros (who represented 
Silas Jayne at that time) in the Black 
Panther conspiracy trial of former 
States Atty. Edward Hanrahan. 


Alch is expected to complete his part 


In the Watergate trial in time for the 
Jayne trial to begin by the March 12 
date.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - There are an 


estimated 23 million sufferers from high 
blood pressure in the United States and 
half of them are unaware they have the 
disorder. 


Secretary Elliot L. Richardson of the 


Health, Education and Welfare Depart- 
ment said an effort will be made to in- 
crease awareness of the problem of high 
blood pressure and reduce the annual toll 
of 50,000 deaths. 


"The screening and detection activities 


we envision, and the necessary followup 
treatment, will Involve whole commu- 
nities," Richardson said.

Opening a two-day National Conference 


on High Blood Pressure Education here, 
Richardson announced the establishment 
of a private Citizens for the Treatment 
of High Blood Pressure to be headed by 
a present member of his'HEW staff who 
Is leaving glvcrnmcm. 


"AS WE SEE IT, the government can 


contribute most toward a nationwide de- 
cline In hypertension high blood pressure 


by serving as the focus, the catalyst or 
perhaps ... as the home office," he said 
in a prepared keynote address. 


"But we believe the moving force be- 


hind this effort will be generated by 
health professionals and public-spirited, 
non-professional activists all over the 
country."

The 75-organkation conference is being 


held to initiate a national program of 
public education.

Pair Finds Fulfillment In Service

NEW YORK - (NBA) - Robert and 


Marion McCullam were members of the 
Peace Corps and Robert McCullam now 
works with CARE. His wife accompanies 
him on all his assignments. 


"We were oddballs In the Peace 


Corps," McCullam said. "We were alone 
in our age group. There were either very 
young people or much older people in- 
volved. And there we were of an age in 
between — the age when most people are 
staying at home and raising children. We 
had no contemporaries." 


The McCullams served together for 


four years In the Peace Corps hi Chile 
working on urban community devel- 
opment and also in a remote village in 
the mountains. It was there that they 
had contact with CARE and Robert 
joined the aid and development program. 
McCullam is 49, a native of Mason City, 
III., and a marine engineer. 


"For CARE we built pure water sys- 


tems In Guatemala," he said. "In many, 
villages up to 50 per cent of deaths were 
caused by contaminated water." 


GUATEMALA IS basically an agricul- 


tural country with its main crops being 
coffee, cotton, bananas. The population is 
about five million and the area of the 
country Is about 47,000 square miles. The 
average.lncome is about $300 annually, 
i 


"CARE has several types of programs 


In Guatemala," McCullam said. The 
most Important, because of the high fate 
of malnutrition, is supplementary food 
distributions. 


"And then there Is the installation of 


water systems. Up to now, we have 
helped to construct about 80 systems

Altdorf Awaits y 
Going To Switzerland? 
Tour The Tell Tale' Sites 


by CLARE WRIGHT 


The difference between a tiurist and a 


traveler Is that the tourist merely "sees" 
Europe. The traveler feels it and enjoys 
it with his whole being. In depth. 


Don't get us wrong. Sightseeing should 


be an Important part of a trip to Europe. 
You certainly don't want to miss any of 
the cultural highlights. 


But to get the most out of your travel 


abroad, why not also taste it — hear it — 
feel it -smell it. 


We'll never forget sampling raw her- 


ring and onions in Amsterdam . . . hear- 
ing emotion-pscked ballads sung in a 
smokey pub just outside Dublin . . . feel- 
ing cobblestones under our feet as we 
walked the narrow streets of a medieval 
walled city . . . smelling a strange con- 
glomeration of aromas as we strolled 
through an Egyptian street market.

chapel hi Bucrglen. Nearby is the Schnc- 
chcn stream where the aged Tell met 
tragic death in a final act of heroism. 


In 1354, a cradle with an infant was 


seen in the Schncchcn which hod swelled 
above tho banks by flood waters. Onlook- 
ers immobilized by fear just watched 
what appeared to be a duplication of the 
biblical journey of baby Moses down the 
Nile. An elderly man joined the group 
and then seeing the imminent tragedy 
waded into the water until he reached 
the crib. With his strength ebbing against 
the powerful rushing waters he secured 
it to an overhanging branch. It was Wil- 
liam Tell who then dropped exhausted 
into the water and was swept to his 
death. A cross can be seen com- 
memorating Toll's final courageous deed. 


At the Tcllsplattc there Is a memorial 


at the point in the lake where Tell es- 
caped to freedom from the boat taking 
him to prison; and at the hollow lane 
near Kucssnacht there Is a chapel where 
Tell waited in ambush to slay the dicta- 
torial Gessler. The tower in this area is 
considered the remains of, Gcsslcr's 
castle. 


All of this is part of the fun of putting 


reality to enduring fiction. However, if it 
did happen, it would have been at these 
places.

American" — as I hove from Unie to 
time — while traveling outside of the 
continental U.S. — you'll agree that the 
Impression we make on people of other 
lands Is mighty Important. 


How can you be a "good-will ambassa- 


dor?" For one thing, you can learn 
something about the people and places 
you plnn to visit. 


It Isn't necessary that you be nn expert 


linguist, but you really should tear.) a 
few common phrases such as "good 
morning," "How arc you?" and "Thank 
you very much." Handy English-foreign 
phrases dictionaries arc available for 
nearly every foreign language. 


LOCAL CUSTOMS and traditions are 


different In each country and on every 
continent. It's a good Idea to know some- 
thing about them before you travel. 


For example, Europeans shake hands 


with men and women every'time they 
meet, and they will be Impressed If you 
give them your business card. 


Some gallant European men still kiss a 


lady's hand. In Eastern Europe both men 
and women arc sometimes greeted with 
a big hug and a kiss on the check. 


In Asia, the generally accepted greet- 


ing Is folding the hands as If In prayer 
and slightly Inclining the head. But In 
Japan you bow — unless the other person 
offers his hand first. The deeper the bow, 
the more respectful. Our good old Ameri- 
can handshake Is fine too, however. 


WE 1IAVK found that the dress In 


many foreign countries Is much more 
conservative than here at home. Don't 
wear shorts or wild "tourist-type" nttirc 
in the major cities. Hair curlers arc 
strictly taboo In public. 


If you're sightseeing in churches and 


cathedrals, mini-skirts, tight slacks, or 
shorts arc not approved of. Remove your 
shoes when entering a Moslem temple. 
And — don't take pictures In places of 
worship. I remember how upset an Eg-

yptlan guard became (When a shrill- 
voiced American woman boldly snapped 
a picture of the tomb of the Aga Khan 
when we were visiting his magnificent 
temple in Aswan. 


In fact, a good rule of thumb to follow 


Is not to take photographs of people'or 
places without permission. Many Asians 
and Africans have religious reasons for 
not wanting pictures snapped. In some 
countries — particularly in Eastern Eu- 
rope — pictures are often taboo because 
of propaganda or military security rea- 
sons. 


DON'T IlEFER to Europeans, Asians 


and other non-Americans as "natives." 
And never call a porter, waiter or any- 
one else in Asia or Africa "boy." This is 
considered a derogatory term associated 
with the days of colonialism. • 


Don't brag about how wonderful every- 


thing Is in the United States while putting 
down everything that is not American. 


Don't-be a chronic complalncr. Always 


remember that you are the guest of a 
foreign country. Many things may be dif- 
ferent than you are- used to. Accept 
them. 


Don't believe everyone Is out to cheat 


you. It's true that In some countries 
there may be some who will — but the 
majority of people arc honest — just as 
here at home. 


AIIOVE ALL — don't be a loudmouth. 


We can cringe whenever we remember 
sitting In the dining room of the Royal 
Daniel! Hotel In Venice some years back 
while two American couples made com- 
plete fools of themselves with their loud, 
raucous behavior. It was a very bad 
scene — and we were ashamed for them. 


Then there's the subject of bargaining 


In foreign marketplaces. I realize that a 
certain amount of haggling is expected 
— and in some parts of the world it's 
actually a sparring game that the vendor 
enjoys as much as the buyer. But I've 
.seen some instances where the American 
tourist carries it too far and is downright 
rude to the poor peddler. In these en- 
counters — as in all others with people in 
foreign lands — a little common courtesy 
can go a long way in dispelling the im- 
ago of the "Ugly American."

NLet's Open Up 
School Caucuses 


It is difficult to imagine how 


Jonathan Kozol or Charles Silbcr- 
man would win n school board scat 
in many of the Northwest suburbs. 


Kozol and Sllberman, two out- 


s p o k e n educational theorists, 
would have a difficult time battling 
their way through school caucuses 
in four urea school districts. 


Put simply, they just wouldn't fit 


in. because they arc abrasive .and 
biting critics of education as it is. 
And school caucuses arc designed 
to obtain well-rounded, articulate, 
well-balanced men nnd women to 
serve throe-year terms on school 
boards. 


We aren't arguing that school 


caucuses in districts 21, 20, 25 and 
57 don't provide every year n num- 
ber of quality board members. 


We are pointing out, however, 


that caucuses, by being based on 
existing social groups in our com- 
munities, such as PTAs, veteran's 
groups and other civic organiza- 
tions, tend to draw a certain type 
of person: the person who wants to 
rise through regular'channels to- 
wards public service. 


What Is there in our communities 


to encourage the young, the radical 
or the slightly oddball to a min- 
imum of three years of public ser- 
vice? Sadly, there's nothing inher- 
ent in the caucus system to encour- 
age such persons to come out.

N o m i n a t i n g Committee (the 
caucus), however, is scrutinizing 
its participation rules — with an 
eye to opening up the system. 


Within its confines there's been 


talk of doing away with the two- 
term, six-year limitation, under 
which board members in past- 


years have politely paraded off the 
board after six years of service. 


And 
in ths 
Wheeling-Buffalo 


Grove Dist. 21 caucus, there's talk 
of allowing more than pne person 
to run for a specific board seat — a 
move which could encourage more 
persons to seek school board seats. 


We aren't saying that caucuses, 


in the communities they serve, 
don't provide the continuity of sup- 
plying X number of predictable, re- 
liable and sometimes outstanding 
board members. They also "cov- 
er" the community when suburban 
apathy dissuades candidates from 
seeking school posts. 


But who is around to promote 


and encourage persons who don't 
"blend into" a specific community 
to seek election? The pattern too 
often has been that persons with a 
different point of view have found 
they don't supply the proper an- 
swers when caucuses are inter- 
viewing — and thus are never 
slated. In communities such as Ar- 
lington Heights, few independents • 
have dared to run against the 
caucus machinery. 


The answer, of course, is for 


caucuses to broaden themselves — 
as the Dist. 21 and 25 caucuses are 
considering — to encourage max- 
imum participation. Meanwhile, we 
encourage all persons who have a 
desire to serve public school dis- 
tricts to seek election — whether 
caucus-backed or not 


There are the Kozols and the Sil- 


bcrmans in the Northwest suburbs, 
and their ideas on education de- 
serve a full and fair airing before 
the voters who will choose school 
board members' this spring.

Although it is the intent of the board 


of commissioners to provide a reduced 
pass rate for juniors and seniors, the 
board'determined that the difference 
should not be as great as it was in 1972.

junior-senior pass holders (100) played 
fewer than 20 rounds in 1972 while others 
(36) played more than 40 rounds. In an' 
effort to establish a system through 
which each golfer would more equitably 
pay for his or her rounds of golf, the 
season pass and daily fee rates were 
changed. 


The new fee'schedule which provides 


18 decreased daily fees ($2 for nine holes 
and $3 for IB on weekdays) for juniors 


. and seniors will benefit those golfers who 
play a relatively small number of rounds 
per year. However, the new schedule 
also indicates the board of commission- 
er's, conviction that golfers who play 
frequently, regardless of age, should pay 


a fair and reasonable fee. 


A final point regarding . the golf 


course's financial situation is in order. 
Although the course receipts were in ex- 
cess of expenditures in 1972, 'generated 
revenue did not provide for the deposit of 
approximately $19,000 in depreciation 
and replacement and bond reserve ac- 
counts as required by the park district's 
r e v e n u e bond ordinance. Moreover, 
much of the credit for keeping "heads 
financially above water despite torrential 
summer rains" should be given to the 
dedicated staff at Palatine'Hills for lim- 
iting expenses during 1972.

Food Prices Are Biggest 
Concern, Says Shultz 
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UPI Barium Writer 


NEW YORK (UPI) - Although traffic 


u thick, you're lato for an appointment 
>o you step on the accelerator and 
squeeze past two cars. 


Promptly a voice barks on your radio: 


"The speed limit on this road Is 55 miles 
an hour, you are exceeding it, please 
slow down." 


Big Brother, In the shape of the police 


department's computerized electric sys- 
tem, has spotted your action and given 
you a warning. Try it again and a squad 
car will be after you. 


The electric eye not only has picked 


out your car In traffic, it has sent a slg. 
nal that turned on your car radio and 
tuned it to the police frequency. That's 
only one way the computer age soon may 
• move In on us, says Mitch Hart, presi- 
dent of II. Ross Perot's Electronic Data 
Systems, Inc., In Fort Worth, Tex. 


When you arrive homo after this 


slightly unnerving experience, an Iniur- 
ance agent Is waiting for you. He has 
brought along a gadget In what looks like 
an oversized brief case. It Is Big Broth- 
er's cousin, a portable computer terrain, 
at with a tape printout With this ma- 
chine, he answers In minutes questions 
about your firm's Insurance problems 
that used to take weeks to got answered. 


Hart said the computer also may be 


used to carry out automated public opin- 
ion polls and even to sort mall and speed 
postal deliveries. 


THESE POKTAULE computer termin- 


als are used In many businesses .John 
Luke, president of Infonct, the remote 
computing network operated by Comput- 
er Sciences Corp. of Los Angeles, told of 
a Los Angeles land planning consultant 
who carried one on all his travels. 


"Thus, whether ho is visiting clients In 


Dallas, Topckn or Pcorla, he can plug In 
Iho terminal and do his work as If ho had 
never left home," said Luke. "Logging 


companies working In national forests 
can even use remote computer terminals 
to spot and Identify for cutting trees that 
can be removed without marring the 
scenic attractions." 


Luke sold the use of remote computer 


terminals is proliferating to fast they 
may become as numerous as postage 
meters, and this helped the computer 
time sharing business to singe a come- 
back after the 1970-71 recession. He said 
business and government spent about 
$700 million last year .on computer time 
sharing services against $485 million in 
1071 and that these outlays should rise to 
$1 billion this year and to $2 billion by 
1076. 


Luke also said the name "time shar- 


ing" Is probably becoming obsolete, sug- 
gesting that it will be known soon as the 
"remote computing business." 


The capabilities of remote computer 


terminals have Increased even faster 
than the uses for them, Luke said. 


THEY CAN be used to ask questions 


and get answers from a distant computer 
Instantaneously for they cnn feed batches 
of questions into the computer to be an- 
swered much later. They can function in 
a variety of computer languages, and 
programs can be combined without going 
through cumbersome translations. 


Some ore not even limited to links with 


their own computer networks but con be 
tied In by telephone to "public data 
banks," such as government computers, 
law library computers or medical re- 
search data storage banks. This can give 
small companies access to information 
and research facilities they never could 
create on their own. 


The charge for the service is based on 


how Immediate an answer is needed. 
Some big users arc tuned to the network 
all day. Little users simply phone In 
their requests from their terminals. A 
quick answer is the most expensive, a 
request for batch answers hours later 
costs a lot less. 


• WASHINGTON (UPI)-Treasury Sec- 
retary George P. Shultz said high food 
prices ore by far the biggest concern In 
the nation's economy. 


"The big thing Is, can we do something 


about food prices — that's what we're 
concerned about," Shultz sold. He added 
that "we have some very strong thoughts 
on" the price spiral in food processing 
Indus fries. 


Shultz, President Nixon's chief eco- 


nomic adviser, said that other than in 
the area of farm products, prices "be- 
haved very well" In December. Because 
of a sharp rise hi prices for farm prod- 
ucts, the wholesale price Index made the 
largest one-month gain in December in 
nearly 22 years. 


Nixon ordered removal of most man- 


datory economic restraints last week, ex- 
cept In the'area of processed food, health 
and certain other areas where inflation 
has been the greatest. 


Shultz warned, however, that the gov- 


ernment would move in quickly to seek 
rollbacks if it felt prices or wages got too 
out of line. 


He described the administration's lat- 


est program as "half voluntary and half 
mandatory." 


SCIIULTZ WAS Interviewed on the 


NBC-TV Today show. 


He said he discussed the new program 


with AFL-CIO President George Mcany, 
and other labor as well as management 
leaders. ' 


Earlier, Shultz said the administration 


hopes to set up a special wage stabiliza- 
tion board for the food industry to bring 
down supermarket prices. He said both 
union and management representatives 
supported the concept. 


"We're quite ready to sit down and try 


to work It out," Shultz told a small group 
of reporters. 


In theory, a Food Industry Stabiliza- 


tion Board would help lower grocery 
prices by holding down the wages of food 


industry workers and thus reduce cost 


The board would be patterned after the 


successful Construction Industry Stabili- 
zation Committee CISC which in the post 
two years has helped reduce the wage 
rates of hard-hat construction workers 
nearly to the prevailing pay scales for 
the economy as a whole. 


THE CISC was originated and directed 


by John T. Dunlop, who as the new direc- 
tor of the Cost of Living Council, would 
be in an ideal spot to oversee a similar 
effort in the food industry. 


Coupled with the steps in recent weeks 


to boost food supplies — such as lifting 
meat import quotas and boosting acre- 
age allotments — it would be a further 
attempt by the administration to slow the 
rise in food prices without actually con- 
trolling the price farmers receive for 
their products.

Of Utmost Importance 


Of all the functions of an office super- 


visor, none is more important to his per- 
sonal future — and to his company's 
growth — than the ability to hire the 
right persons according to Ray Drcyfack 
In a report from the Dartnell Institute of 
Business Research. 


The heart of every successful hiring 


process is the effective job interview. 
"Interview effectively and you will select 
,nnd hire efficiently," says Dreyfack. 
Dreyfack emphasizes the personal stake 
that each supervisor has in his ability to 
hire effective employes. "The people you 
hire will make or break you as a super- 
visor," he said. 


"It is your people even more than 


yourself who determine your depart- 
ment's performance," Dreyfack contin- 
ued. "And your department's perform- 
ance is the criterion by which you are 
evaluated." 


Job Outlook Good For Women Grads 


College women now entering the em- 


ployment market have a better chance of 
landing a job than women graduates in 
previous years. 


That's the forecast of the 27th Annual 


Endlcott Report, a copyrighted study of 
trends In employment of college and 
university graduates In business and In- 
dustry. 


Responses from 106 of the 186 com- 


panies surveyed for the report by Frank 
S. Endlcott, director of placement eme- 
ritus at Northwestern university, indicate 


33 per cent more women will be hired In 
1973 than these companies employed in 
1072. 


A total of 1,153 college women from 


1073 graduating classes ore expected to 
be hired this year by the 106 firms. This 
compares to a total of 857 college women 
hired by 88 companies in 1072. 


Endlcott calls the Increase "a very 


strong indication that the companies are 
really anxious to employ college women 
and that college women who qualify will 
be hired." 


The largest group of women to be 


hired — 339 — will be from academic 
backgrounds In general business. Women 
from other fields Include 150 in account- 
ing, 148 each in marketing or retailing, 
142 In liberal arts, 100 each In data pro- 
cessing or mathematics and engineering, 
25 in science and 73 in other fields. 


Salaries for these women will range 


from a top estimate of $914 per month 
for engineering graduates to $715 per 
month for liberal arts and marketing or 
retailing majors. 


Firm Introduces Plain-Paper Copier 


Addrcssograph Multlgraph Corp. an- 


nounced its entry into the plain-paper 
convenience copier market with the first 
of a family of machines, the Multlgra- 
phlcs 6000. It Is being Introduced In 30 
major cities during January and Febru- 
ary through the Mount Prospect-based 
Multlgraphics Division. 


The new 6000 will provide "outstandipg 


copy quality, quick first copy and high 
reliability." AM said, pointing out that 
office copier users judge machines large- 
ly on the case and speed of making a few

6000 produces its first copy in seven sec- 
onds after an original is placed on the 
machine. 


The company added that the AM plain 


paper family will range from desktop to 
high speed console models. 


AM sold It "already has a significant 


position in high-volume plain-paper copy- 
Ing" with Its Multlgraphics 4150 and 4250, 
also known as the Total Copy System. 
Each machine, a combination copier and

duplicator, can produce upwards of 9,000 
copies an hour on bond paper. 


AM agreed with general industry pre- 


dictions of a 15 per cent growth rate for 
plain-paper equipment and supplies dur- 
ing the next several years. The market 
now stands at $2 billion a year In the 
U.S. and Canada and another $1 billion 
overseas. 


The 6000, AM said, Is designed to com- 


pete In the low-to-mcdlum volume seg- 
ment of the market where customers 
need 3,000-20,000 copies a month. This 
segment's current size, AM said, is esti- 
mated at $300 million in the U.S. and 
growing at about the same pace as the 
over-all industry.

Companies which expect to hire both 


men and women for the same job report- 
ed no difference in starting salaries be- 
tween men and women graduates. 


"ALMOST ALL of the companies that 


gave us salary figures did not show any 
significant difference in the starting sala- 
ries they'll be paying to women as op- 
posed to the salaries they'll be paying to 
men," Endlcott .Totes. "In fact, the aver- 
age for women engineers actually came 
out about $10 a month more than the av- 
erage for men engineers,." 


Many companies — 88 of 125 respond- 


ing to the question — indicated a lack of 
women trained in needed fields was a 
major problem in finding and employing 
college women with a bachelor's degree. 


"The companies are saying that 'we 


need more women in engineering, we 
need them in accounting, we need them 
In sales, we need them in business ad- 
ministration,' 
Endicott said. 
"But 


women aren't going into those fields." 


Other problems mentioned in the hir- 


ing of college women were an unwilling- 
ness to relocate, often because of depend- 
ence upon the location of a husband's job 
(45 companies mentioned this problem); 
a lack of Interest in the particular type 
of business for which they were inter- 
viewed (18 companies); a lack of com- 
mitment to a career (12); a failure to 
sign up for Interviews or take advantage 
of placement services (10), and resis- 
tance by employers (S).

men and women 21 years of age and old- 
er are permitted in most states to pur- 
chase alcoholic beverages.

You can't get It smooth so we had to 
have indoor arenas. Canada and other 
places aren't as windy and have a lot of 
outdoor rinks. This is why Canada and 
Minnesota and New England have had so 
many boys' leagues for so many years. 


"Now, with all these Indoor rinks, high 


schools in this area aro catching on with 
tho sport, too. I think that in five years 
there could be a state tournament just 
like In basketball, with the final games 
in a 14,000-seat arena." 
"" Pronovost feels this area could even- 
tually produce just as much top hockey 
talent as points north have for years. 
"Any kids, given enough ice time and 
coaching, can learn to play just like foot- 
ball or anything else." 


One concern is whether there are 


enough qualified coaches to teach tech- 
niques. But Pronovost points out, 
"The 


main thing for coaches Is just to be 
people who care for youth. They don't 
have to be hockey experts or produce 
pro*. Just getting kids participating is 
what's Important. 


"Tho name of tho game for kids is not 


just to win, but to compete and give their 
best. Then natural ability will come to 
the forefront In a few years the United 
States will bo producing more pros." 


His concern with tho Cougars, of. 


course, most assuredly IS to win ... and 
ho still feels they can do so despite the 
record so far. "Wo lost a lot of one-goal 
games early in the season," he says, "so 
there was just a slight difference be- 
tween a losing record and winning one. .

How (ant can one travel on Ico skates? 


Champion speed skaters attain speeds of 
27 miles per hour over short distances, 
which Is fast considering that the ska- 
ter's physique supplies alt the force. But • 
add a skate sail to take advantage of 
wind power and speeds up to 60 m.p.h. 
are possible. 


Twenty years ago, a trio of skate sail- 


ors went out on Lake Roxcn, Sweden, on 
the most perfect Ice the lake had pro- 
duced In the memory of man.

Furthermore, 
skato blades have very little friction on 
Ice am! a small force will carry us far. 
These arc the things that make skato 
sailing possible. 


A ikite sail I* • large klte-shaped af- 


fair consisting of • vertical mast and a 
horlionul boom, over which Is stretched 
a taut sailcloth. Flexible bows In the 
front and rear pockets of the sail help to 
maintain Its shape. The sailor stands on 
the- leeward, ilde of the vertical tall 
where be Is protected from the wind.

"The low partici- 
pation was due to adverse weather condi- 
tions and large amounts of standing 
crops In the field. This has accounted for .• 
an unproductive hunting season for most.

fall, 1070, when custodial employes 
sought and gained recognition for the 
union In bargaining matters. 


The board also formally accepted the 


resignation of D. Eugene Nugent of Pala- 
tine as a board member and approved 
his replacement, William Kelly of Arling- 
ton Heights. 


Nugent, who formally submitted his 


resignation to the board Thursday night, 
announced several months ago he had 
taken a job in Cleveland, Ohio. 


Kelly, of 317 S. Stratford, Arlington 


Heights, was sworn In at the beginning of 
the meeting. He will serve until the April 
college board election, at which time he 
will determine whether he wishes to seek 
reelection.

Several residents of four suburban 


communities reported broken car win- 
dows as the result of vandals firing ei- 
ther a BB or pellet air rifle from a pass- 
ing car, police said Monday.

Buffalo Grove police reported more 


than 20 incidents in the Cook County area 
of the village between Bernard Drive and 
Lake-Cook Road. 


Schaumburg police reported seven in- 


cidents at International Village, Algon- 
quin and Meacham roads. 


Palatine police reported 11 incidents, 


all in the Winston Park subdivision of the 
village. Police said the same type of in- 
cident occurred in December, when five 
or six cars were damaged. 


Arlington Heights authorities reported 


several car windows broken in scattered 
areas of the village. Police said 6 or 7 
car owners reported the damage. 


Police said they felt the incidents may 


have been related, but there were no re- 
ported witnesses to vandalism. Most of 
the windows destroyed were cither on 
the left front or the rear of the cars. 
Buffalo Grove police said the weapon 
must have been high-powered because 
several of the windows were blown com- 
pletely into the cars. 


Buffalo Grove residents reported the 


damage occurred on Beechwood Court, 
County Lane, St. Mary's Parkway, Wcid-. 
ner Road, Bernard Drive, Estate Drive' 
and Raupp Boulevard.

Village Undecided On Use 
2nd Revenue Share $54,038 


Wheeling has received its second reve- 


nue sharing check for $54,038, slightly 
less than the first check for $56,260, 
which was received in December. 


In all, Wheeling has received $110,298 


from the revenue sharing program for 
1972, 
but Village Mgr. George Passolt 


sold he is not yet sure how the money 
will be used. 


Passolt said he will examine possible 


uses for the money during the prepara- 
tion of the 1973-74 budget. "That will give 
me a little better idea where the needs 
arc," he sold. 


Work on the budget has barely begun, 


however, and Passolt said It might be 
some time before the revenue sharing 
funds are finally earmarked. In the 
meantime, some of the money has been 
used to buy treasury bonds, and the rest 
has been placed In a bonk account to 
draw interest. 


Passolt said he is considering using the 


money to help finance the village bus or 
to expand village facilities. He said both 
of these items are listed as possible uses 
in the federal guidelines issued for reve- 
nue sharing.

lines, revenue sharing funds can be used 
for almost any purpose except education 
or for matching federal granU. 


Buffalo Grove Village Mgr. Dan Lar- 


son said the revenue sharing money 
there might be used to build a public 
works garage. Larson said village offi- 
cials have not yet earmarked the money, 
but have been discussing building a 
$250,000-$300,000 facility using revenue 
sharing funds for five years to pay off a 
bank loan for the structure. 


It originally was expected that the sec- 


ond Installment of the 1972 revenue shar- 
ing funds might be higher than the first 
because of updated information used to 
determine the amount received by each 
municipality. 


The amount received, however, was 


higher than what was anticipated at the 
time federal revenue sharing was ap- 
proved. At that time Wheeling was ex- 
pected to receive $48,522.

23 was 
never contacted about the additional 
runoff.

("The newspapers and magazines haVc 
decreed that the student movement is 
dead. But," Andy Insists "It's still alive. 
We just haven't been able to mobilize as 
large a number as before.") 


They're not discouraged, but it'll be 


,cven tougher now to attract a following. 
Charlie's family moved over the week- 


end from Rolling Meadows to Virginia, 
leaving Fremd High School with a one- 
man antiwar movement. 


"There's a large amount of apathy 


here," Andy of unincorporated Palatine 
Township acknowledges. "We

there are about 50 who would like to join. 
They haven't because we haven't 
reached them."

The two boys blame part of their dls- 


appointing efforts so far on their age. 
Upperclassmen, 
"especially 
soph- 


omores," don't like freshmen, they say, 
and wouldn't join any organization run 
by freshmen. 


THEY ALSO SAY they've encountered 


opposition by the school administration. 


Andy and Charlie say they would nave 


tried to start an anti-war movement last 
1 year at Plum Grove Junior High School, 
but realized the unlikelihood that they 
could get very far. "They're more pro- 
tective of kids in elementary school," 
said Charlie. "It probably wouldn't have 
worked out well." 


So they waited until they got into high 


school, but found that by then it was too 
late. "In junior high, everyone was real 
active, get-out-and-go. They wanted to go 
out and change things because when they 
were adults, they'd want the world to be 
cleaned up," Charlie said. 


"But now," he shook his head, "there's 


a total lack of interest. It seems like 
they're almost the opposite of what they 
were earlier." 


Andy and Charlie were too young to be 


aware of the Vietnam war when It was 
considered unpatriotic to be against it, 
and later, when the antiwar movement 
was in Its prime. 


Now, still too young to register for the 


draft (they say they wouldn't register 
anyway), they say they have much of the 
population with them hi wanting the war 
to end. But not behind them.

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Parks To Seek 
Construction Halt 
At Oak Creek

Buffalo Grove park officials intend to 


ask the village board to halt construction 
at Oak Creek Apartments until the devel- 
oper, Al Frank of Gregg Builders, pays a 
$23.000 debt he has owed the park district 
since 1971. 


Frank reportedly pledged the money in 


1971 as part of an agreement with the 
village allowing construction of the 
apartments west of tho Ranch Mart 
shopping center. Tho funds were In- 
tended for development of the park adja- 
cent to Joyce Kilmer School. 


Park Board Pres. William Kiddle said 


at last Thursday's meeting that so far 
Frank has paid only $3,000 of his obliga- 
tion. Tho board then voted unanimously 
to request the village board to put a halt 
to further construction at Oak Creek un- 
til tho rest of the $25,000 has been paid. 


Frank could not bo reached for com- 


ment Monday. A representative of Gregg 


Car Windoivs 
Broken In 
4 Villages 


Builders said ISO units at Oak Creek are 
currently In various stages of construc- 
tion. Two more phases of the project aro 
also planned. 


At tho time the agreement between 


Frank and the village was negotiated, no 
escrow account was set up for the funds. 
It was also left to the park district to 
collect the money, even though the-dis- 
trict Is actually the third party benefi- 
ciary of the agreement. 


CONSTRUCTION AT the Kilmer site 


began lost summer and is now ncaring 
completion. According to Kiddle; to dote 
the park district has disbursed J29.299.23 
on the project. Another $2,400 remains to 
bo paid for the construction of a shelter 
at the park. 


"The taxpayer has paid over $31,000 


into the park while Mr. Frank has 
paid only one-sixth of his required 
share," said Kiddle in a memo to the 
park board commissioners. 


Kiddle also sold Frank has already 


made a profit of $2,000 on the interest of 
the $25,000 donation. 


"I personally feel that all moneys owed 


tho people of the village should be mndo 
available so they can be put to work for 
the public, and not maintained In a de- 
veloper's account," he said. "I person- 
ally will continue to see that Al Frank 
pays his bills and that this never hap- 
pens again."

of the Harper College Faculty Senate at 
college board meetings apparently has 
been resolved.

Senate Pros. Thomas McCabe to sit in an 
"advisory capacity" at board meetings. 


McCabe has argued for months that he 


should have virtual co-equal status with 
two administrative vice presidents, who 
sit facing the board of trustees In an ad- 
visory capacity. The two vice presidents 
have no voting power, however: 


THE MOTION states: 


. "Upon the recommendation of the 
president, the board extends the in- 
vitation to the president of the Faculty 
Senate to attend regular board meetings 
and sit in a resource capacity to the 
president, equal in status and consistent 
with acknowledged responsibilities and 
expertise as arc other institutional re- 
sources available to the president." 


Before the motion was presented to the 


board, chairman Jessalyn Nicklas out- 
lined past discussions, stressing the past 
openness on the board's part towards the 
faculty. 


Attempts to modify the motion to in- 


clude the specific seating arrangement 


. at the next meeting were rejected with- 


out a vote. A footnote to the motion in- 
dicates the board chairman will direct 
college president Robert Lahti to make 
the 
"appropriate physical 
arrange- 


ments" at the next meeting. 


The board also received a petition 


from 27 members of Local 11, Service 
Employes International Union, AFL-CIO, 
seeking to disaffiliate from the custodial 
union. 


COLLEGE OFFICIALS reported that 


the 27 names represented enough to qual- 
ify for a secret ballot election, super- 
vised by the American Arbitration Assn., 
to determine whether to end recognition 
of the union at Harper. 


Local 11 has operated at Harper since 


fall, 1970, when custodial employes 
sought and gained recognition for the 
union in bargaining matters.

The board also formally accepted the 


resignation of D. Eugene Nugent of Pala- 
tine as a board member and approved 
his replacement, William Kelly of Arling- 
ton Heights. 


Nugent, who formally submitted his 


resignation to the board Thursday night, 
announced several months ago he had 
taken a job in Cleveland, Ohio. 


Kelly, of 317 S. Stratford, Arlington

der way on forming a unit district in its 
area. A unit district would take Elk 


Grove and Forest View high schools 
away from Dist 214 and place them unj 


der a school board which would adminis- 
ter all elementary and high.schools in 
this area. Currently, Dist. 214 and the 
seven elementary districts which send 
students to it are organized In a dual sys- 
tem with separate boards administering 
elementary and high schools. 


' BACHHUBER SAID he believed any 
change from the present dual system or- 
ganization would be based on a decision 
that a unit district can provide a better 
education than dual districts. 


He said he had seen no evidence that 


those studying the unit district question 
in Dist. 59 ore considering whether it will 
Improve the education program. 


"If they don't know that they should be 


stopped so this can be studied for tho 
whole area," Bachhuber said. 


"I truly feel that the effort that is 


being made to push this through could be 
a disservice to many thousands of kids." 


Board members also received Informa- 


tion on some of .the education pros • and 
: cons of • unit and dual school districts 
from the district's director of research, 
Bill Reid. 


Reid told the board, "I don't think the 


material that is presented here Is pre- 
sented with a bias and I don't think it 
will lead you to the conclusion that either 
system is better than the other." 


Reid added that no research Is avail- 


able to prove that either unit district or 
dual districts are superior. He said; 
"What you .come back to is that it is 
people, not organizational structure, that 
make a system work. You can find good 
unit district and good dual districts and 
you can find bad examples of both, too."

She explained that the In- 
fopass Directory, now available at the 
Palatine library, lists libraries and Ufa 
particular resources they offer. 


Specialty libraries, such as ones lo- 


cated at the Argonnc National Labora- 
tory, chemical industries, and univer- 
sities arc Included In tho Infopass sys- 
tem. 


"The specialty libraries arc some of 


the most enthusiastic," Mrs. Grove said. 


EACH LIBRARY sets Its own require- 


ments for loans and use of its reference 
materials. As a professional courtesy, a 
library patron contacts his own library, 
and receives an Infopass card each time 
material is borrowed. 


Palatine librarians then reach the par- 


ticular special library that has the mate- 
rial and arranges for the patron to cither 
go to the library or get the materials In 
another way. 


Not all sources In the Infopass Directo- 


ry arc private collections. Public librar- 
ies, such as Palatine, arc also listed with 
their particular resource strengths. 


In Palatine, Mrs. Grove said, these in- 


clude Civil War news articles on micro- 
film, a complete Index to the New York 
Times, reference indexes, photocopying 
facilities, and extensive social science 
and history reference resources.

Fear Emotionally Disturbed Individuals 
Eight Object To Clearbrook 


Eight persons appeared before the Ar- 


lington Heights Zoning Board of Appeals 
last night to oppose granting a zoning 
variance for a live-In facility for mentally 
retarded adults at Our Lady of the Way- 
side convent in Arlington Heights. 


About 50 persons attended the hearing 


but few rose to object to the proposal. 


Most of those objecting seemed con- 


cerned for their property values and the 
safety of their children. They said they 
were not sure that Clearbrook Center of 
Rolling Meadows planning to lease the 
convent, would not put emotionally dis- 
turbed Individuals In the centers. 


Byrn Witt, executive director of the 


center, told the board that the clients to 


• be served are 20 "mildly and moderately 
mentally retarded adults above 18 years 
of age who are capable of living in a 
residential facility with minimum super- 
vision." Wilt said these people definite- 
ly are not mentally ill. Witt added that 
all of the residents of the live-in facility 


must currently reside in the Northwest 
suburban area — Wheeling, Palatine, 
Schaumburg, Elk Grove, or Maine town- 
ships. He emphasized that the people 
who would be In / the center already live 
in the area. 


Before any clients are accepted they 


must pass a stringent screening and in- 
take procedure, Witt said. This will in- 
clude an extensive social service inter- 
view with the client and client's family, 
a review of all past work and training 
history, and an updating of medical and 
psychological evaluations. • 


"THE INDIVIDUAL must not be dan- 


gerous to himself or to anyone else and 
must have the potential to live semi-inde- 
pendently in the community,". Witt said. 


The Rev. John J. Mackin of the parish, 


told the board that he visualized the con- 
vent as a'n empty building within a few 
years when he was approached by the 
center to lease the facility. .• ; 


"It seemed almost an answer to a 


prayer," Father Mackin said.' 
• He added that besides keeping the par- 
ish out of financial straits, leasing the 
facility would be a "rare opportunity to 
do good in our own community." • 


Father Mackin said he heard no objec- 


tion from anyone until yesterday when 
he got a telephone call from a woman 
who refused to give her name. The par-

Ordinance 


An ordinance that would set municipal 


air pollution standards for Rolling Mead- 
ows is still being considered by city offi- 
cials. 


"We are still considerirg it, but it is 


difficult to say when it might be ap- 
proved," City Sanitarian Donald Schind- 
ler said yesterday. Schindler, who has 
been advising the city on the drafting of 
the ordinance, said an oidtaance would 
probably be concerned primarily with in- 
dustrial air pollution. 


Tests for auto pollution such as have 


been put Into effect in Chicago would not 
be practical for the city, Schindler said, 
because of the difficulty of enforcement. 
"It would require additional personnel, 
and we are not looking In that direction 
at this time," he said. 


PENALTIES FOR violations have not 


been determined yet, Schindler added, 
since enforcement requirements are dif- 
ficult to establish. Industries presently 
are required to comply with state pollu- 
tion standards as well as toxic emission 
standards set by the federal government, 
he said. But even these are difficult to 
' enforce by local municipalities at times, 
he said, because of lack of manpower. 


Last spring the city's ordinance and 


Judiciary committee asked Schindler to 
begin preparation of a sample pollution 
control ordinance, a move prompted by a 
study begun last January on the possi- 
bility of banning Incineration in the city. 


The ordinance being considered will 


likely parallel existing Illinois Environ- 
mental Protection Agency standards. 
State hearings on those standards were 
held last year. The results of the hear- 
ings, compiled In a 150-page report pub- 
lished to June, were submitted to Schind- 
ler for review in preparation of the city's 
ordinance.

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Emergency Calls Rise 32 per cent 
Firemen Busier Than Ever, 
But Losses Show Decline 


The Mount Prospect Fire-Department 


was busier than over last year but fire 
losses. In terms of life and materials, 
was less than In previous years. 


Emergency responses by the depart- 


ment for 1072 wore up 37 per cent, ac- 
cording to the annual departmental re- 
port. Much of the Increase was due to 
having the New Town area and Its ap- 
proximately 10,000 residents in-the vil- 
lage all year, Instead of only three 
months as in 1971. 


Yet with tho Increase In calls and area 


lo be served, there were no tiro deaths In 
the village last year and only one serious 
burn. The burn came when a motorcycle 


caught fire on the S-curve on Elmhurst 
Road after an accident. 


The 
figures for 1972 show about 


$150,000 worth of fire loss, which was 
$400'less than the previous year. 1971 
also had one fire death and two serious 
burns. 


THE NUMBER of fire calls was '557 


last year, an increase-of only 56. This 
means that the bulk of the increase in 
responses came in ambulance calls. 


Ambulance calls reached 1,272, which 


was 224 more than 1071's total and about 
double 1968's S76 ambulance calls. Of last 
year's ambulance calls, 203 were for pub- 
lic accidents, 6C7 for medical assists and

Schools OK Drug Policy 


Prospect Heights Dist. 23 students 


found using or buying dangerous drugs 
on school property or during a school- 
sponsored activity will be suspended Im- 
mediately under a new policy adopted by 
the school board. 


The board also will consider expelling 


any student "engaged In the distribution 
or selling of behavior-affecting drugs" 
that arc nofproscrlbed for the student by 
a physician. The policy defines behavior- 
affecting drugs as marijuana, narcotics, 
hallucinogens or "any other dangerous 
drugs." 


The policy was adopted at the urging of 


the Illinois Association of School Boards. 
"They've been telling us we better pro- 
tect ourselves In cose we get any cases 
like this," said Supt. Edward Grodsky. 


"As far as I know, we haven't had any 
situations like this yet. But I'm not walk- 
ing around with my head in the sand, 
thinking everything Is all right." 
' 


The policy also states that students 


found "under the influence" of drugs on 
school property or during a school-spon- 
sored activity would be immediately sus- 
pended. For readmlssion to school, the 
board will require a written confirmation 
from a physician that the student has 
talked to him about his drug 
In- 


volvement. 


."I'm not in the business of expelling 


students," said Grodsky. "But I feel that 
If we have one child that might be affect- 
ing 100 others by using or selling drugs, 
we have to do something."

In the past month CA.P. has seen the greatest intake of new clients 


Adults have 'come for better 
self-awareness, and/or resolution of a family conflict. Adolescents hava 
come for similar reasons. Only two during the past, month have come 
because of a drug problem. This may be a reflection of the wane we have 
seen in the drug problem area. 


Most people have expressed a desire to join a therapy group which 


has created two new therapy groups in addition to the groups we already 
have. 


As of January 1973. we have counseled 385 people. Currently, we 


have five therapy groups which meet separately either Monday. Tuesday. 
Wednesday. Thursday evenings or Saturday morning.

rabbit out of her, hat, Jean slowly opens 
tho box to reveal red, white and blue 
squares, circles and triangles. The kin- 
dergarteners start handling the large 
wooden blocks, wondering what kind of 
game their teacher is going to come up 
with this time. 


"Line the blocks up, but each block 


can only change in one way from the one 
that's next to it, explained Miss J as the 
children call her. "Either change the col- 
or of the block or the shape of the 
block " 


A KINDERGARTEN teacher at North 


. School in Arlington Heights for the past 


21 years, she usually has a half dozen 
games going in her classroom. 


"One of my goals is to get the children 


to the point where they'll come to school 
in the morning and find something to do 
on their own," she said. "I want them to 
learn to be independent." 


While some of the 5-year-olds are in- 


trigued with the circles and squares, 
some don't understand the game at all 
and others think it is too simple. They go 
on to other games around the room. • 


"I like bingo and the cnndyland game," 


said Kirstcn Forsbcrg. 


Kim Mcntt likes to play as much as 


the other children, but also'enjoys read- 
ing and math. She has already completed 
100 pages in the first grade math book 
and is in a first grade reading group. 


"WE JUST started a kindergarten and 


first grade reading group," she said. 
"It's not for everyone, but some are 
ready for it." 


Jean has taught higher grades, in- 


cluding math and science in grades five 
through eight during the summer. But 
she always goes back to her kindergar- 
teners. 
; 


"It's fun, and challenging, to watch 


and help the 5-year-olds grow. There's so 
much learning that goes on at this age," 
she said. 


And the kids can do any amount of 


learning they can handle hi the psy- 
chedelic classroom. A maize of shelving 
piled with bright-colored boxes, hanging 
mobiles and a red, green and blue picnic 
table assaults the visitor's vision. 


THE BACK of the room includes a 


counter and cupboards precariously piled 
with educational materials. Then there's 
the $1 typewriter, circa 1910, Jean picked 
up at a flea market, the small organ a 
friend donated and the dozen headphone 
sets for listening to music or to the "talk- 
ing alphabet," which teaches children 
about sounds. Topping off the room's mo- 
tif are dozens of footsteps made by the 
kindergarteners, 
who are learning to 


measure things. - 
, 


"It's amazing what you can fit into a 


classroom," Mrs. Jamieson said. 


Besides enough equipment to keep any 


kindergartener busy, the veteran teacher 
has two walls of shelves filled with learn- 
ing center equipment. After her 33 kin- 
dergarteners are packed off at noon, the 
room becomes the North School learning 
center, and Jean becomes the learning 
center director. 


"It gets a little complicated," she said. 


"But the children are learning what they

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Advisory Status For McCabe 
Harper Faculty, Board Agree 


A Ions-standing dispute about the role 


of the Harper College Faculty Senate at 
college board meetings apparently has 
been resolved. 


The college's board of trustees agreed 


unanimously last week to allow Faculty 
Senate Pres. Thomas McCabe lo sit in an 
"advisory capacity" at board meetings. 


McCabe has argued for months that he 


should have virtual co-equal status with 
two administrative vice presidents, who 
sit facing the board of trustees In an ad- 
visory capacity. The two vice presidents 
have no voting power, however. 


THE MOTION states: 


"Upon the recommendation of the 


president, the board extends the In- 
vitation lo the president of the Faculty 
Senate to attend regular board meetings 
and sit In a resource capacity to the 
president, equal in status and consistent 
with acknowledged responsibilities and 


expertise as arc other institutional re- 
sources available to the president." 


Before the motion was presented to the 


board, chairman Jcssalyn Nicklas out- 
lined past discussions, stressing the past 
openness on the board's part towards the 
faculty. 


Attempts to modify the motion to in- 


clude the specific seating arrangement 
at the next meeting were rejected with- 
out a vote. A footnote to the motion in- 
dicates the board chairman will direct 
college president Robert Lahti to make 
t h e "appropriate 
physical arrange- 


ments" at the next meeting. 


The board also received a petition 


from 27 members of Local 11, Service 
Employes International Union, AFL-CIO, 
seeking to dlsaffiliatc from the custodial 
union. 


COLLEGE OFFICIALS reported that 


the 27 names represented enough to qual- 


ify for a secret ballot election, super- 
vised by the American Arbitration Assn., 
to determine whether to end recognition 
of the union at Harper. 


Local 11 has operated at Harper since 


fall, 1970, when custodial employes 
sought and gained recognition for the 
union in bargaining matters. 


The board also formally accepted the 


resignation of D. Eugene Nugent of Pala- 
tine as a board member and approved 
his replacement, William Kelly of Arling- 
ton Heights. 


Nugent, who formally submitted his 


resignation to the board Thursday night, 
announced several months ago he had 
taken a job in Cleveland, Ohio.

They said they 
were not sure that Clearbrook Center of 
Rolling Meadows planning to lease the 
convent, would not put emotionally dis- 
turbed Individuals In tlto centers. 


Byrn Witt, executive director of the 


center, told the board that the clients to 
be served arc 20 "mildly and moderately 
mentally retarded adults abovo 18 yean 
of ago who are capable of living in a 
residential facility with minimum super- 
vision." Witt said these people definite- 
ly arc not mentally 111. Witt added that 
all of the residents of the live-In facility 
must currently reside In the Northwest 
suburban area — Wheeling, Palatine, 
Schaumburg, Elk Grove, or Maine town- 
ililps. He emphasized that the- people 
who would be in the center already livo 
In the area. 


Before any clients arc accepted they 


must pass a stringent screening and In- 
take procedure, Witt said. This will In- 
clude an extensive social service Inter- 
view with the client and client's family, 
a review of all past work and training 
history, and an updating of medical and 
psychological evaluations. 


"THE INDIVIDUAL must not be dan- 


gerous to himself or to anyone else and 
must have the potential to live scmi-lndc- 
pendently in the community," Witt said. 


The Rev. John J. Mackln of the parish, 


tuld the board that he visualized the con- 
vent as an empty building within a few 
years when he was approached by the 
center to lease the facility. 


"It seemed almost an answer to a 


prnycr," Father Mackln said. 


He added that besides keeping the par- 


ish out of financial straits, leasing the 
facility would bo a "rare opportunity to 
do good in our own community." 


Father Mackln said he heard no objec- 


tion from anyone until yesterday when 
he got a telephone call from a woman 
who refused to give her name. The par- 
ish and center held their own hearing 
Dec. 8 at which there was no objection to 
the proposal.

High School District Here 
Backs Off On Unit Study 


The High School Dist. 214 Board of 


Education backed away last night from 
firmly opposing unit district moves in 
Elk Grove Township Dist. 59, but that 
, didn't stop board members from puzzling 
over what action they should take. 


Several • board members disagreed 


when board member Richard Bachhubcr 
told the board he felt its first step on the 
unit district question should be to play 
ways lo keep Dist. 59 from forming a 
unit district. 


Board member Jack Costello respond- 


ed to Bachhubcr by saying, "I don't 
think you have a defensible position if 
you just set out to disprove the other 
guy's point of view. I think any study we 
make should try to find out what's good 
for the whole area." 


Dist. 59 now has a feasibility study un- 


der way on forming a unit district in its 
area. A unit district would take Elk 
Grove and Forest View high schools 
away from Dist. 214 and place them un- 
der a school board which would adminis- 
ter all elementary and high schools in 
this area. Currently, Dist. 214 and the 
seven elementary districts which send 
students to it arc organized in a dual sys- 
tem with separate boards administering 
elementary and high schools. 


DACIIIIUBER SAID he believed any 


change from the present dual system or- 
ganization would be based on a decision 
that a unit district can provide a better 
education than dual districts. 


He said he had seen no evidence that 


those studying the unit district question 
in Dist. 59 are considering whether it will 
improve the education program. 


"If they don't know that they should be 


stopped so this can be studied for the 
whole area," Bachhubcr said. 


"I truly feel that the effort that is 


being made to push this through could be 
. a disservice to many thousands of kids." 


Board members also received Informa- 


tion on some of the education pros and 
cons of unit and dual school districts 
from the district's director of research, 
Bill Reid. 


Reid told the board, "I don't think the 


material that Is presented here is pre- 
sented with a bias and I don't think it 
will lead you to the conclusion that either 
system is better than the other." 


Reid added that no research is avail- 


able to prove that either unit district or 
dual districts are superior. He said, 
"What you come back to is that it is 
people, not organizational structure, that 
make a system •work. You can find good 
unit district and good dual districts and 
you can find bad examples of both, too."
